‘The statistics of the the dry goods bus- 
iness of New York present some very 
remarkable figures; but they are only | i, 
partially reveal the importance of this} “ 
great branch of trade since they can 
only reliably present the facts 
as connected with foreign fabrics The 
total importations during the fiscal year. 
éndihg on the’ 30th of June amounted | 
to $103,500,000, being about $33,500,- 


in excess of the importations of any 
other years, except in 1859-60, when 
they amounted to the very large sum 
of $107,80,000. These show 
that, while the importations of the past 
ind were not excessive, they. were 
ully equal to our necessities, and will 
not warrant any considerable ease 
during the coming year. But our ca- 
pacity for absorbing dry goods is al- 
most unlimited; and the general pros- 
pertty of the country, and the unusual 
abundance of our great crops, give indi- 
cations of a lively trade in the fall. 

The imports of the past week have 
been exceedingiy small, amounting to 
but $1,460,000, against $1,413,186 in 
the same week last year. ‘The market 
for foreign goods has beeu quite — 
the week, but considerable activity an 
an early revival are anticipated; the 
prospects are encouraging for importers, 
and ‘no reduction of prices can be looked 
for. The advance in prices abroad will 
not permit any reduction kere, and our 
importers, who have had a rather hard 
time of it during the past twelve 
months, will have an opportunity to 
make up for a year’s losses. » 

In domestic there is no very marked 
change to report, though, in spite of a 
broken holiday week, there have been 
indications of increased business. Both 
in brown and bleached goods the de- 
mand has improved, with a slight ard- 
ening of ptices; but in the finer grades |° 
of bleached goods price are not so. firm.

The Deseret 
News in its last issue is virtuously in- 
dignant at the Herald, and complains 
of the reflections of that paper upon the 
leaders here, in a tone that shows that 
it feels injured. There is no doubt that 
the Herald gave currency to the report 
published in the Veprrre of June 15th, 
that Brigham Young did on the previ- 
ous Sunday handle Orson Pratt, Orson 
Hyde and Amasa Lyman without 
gloves, and condemn and denounce 
them and cut them off from the church. 
Atthe time we published that statement, 
we believed we were stating facts. We 
openly declare that we would not wil- 
fully misstate anything iu relation to 
the Mormon leader or leaders, any more 
than we would in reference to any other 
sect; and if by any chance we fall into 
error in any statement about them or 
anybody else, we stand ready to make 
every honorable reparation. We think 
men should always have manhood 
enough to do what is right—what 
reason and conscience approves. The 
Vepette’s statement on that occasion 
has gone the entire length and breadth 
of the land, and if untgue, it was as 
easy for the Apostle to deny it here as 
to send to New York. It won't do to 
say that they don’t and won’t recognize 
the Vepetrz—-that only proves that hate 
and prejudice rules. he Vepetre is 
here, published here, edited here, and 
there are none éo blind as those who 
won't see. While it asks no favor 
from the mandates of the Church lead-

FIRE AT REYNOLD’S ClryY—HALF 
THE TOWN BURNED.—The most de- 
structive conflagration which has ever 


at Reynold’s City on the morning of 
the 10th inst.
